pz E End and Intention of our Writing and Com 
piling theſe Sheets, 1s to bring the Art of Di- 


> ftillation into one compleat and entire Volume, 
containing all the neceſſaries thereunto belonging : For hi« 
 therto this hath been but ſhort and defe&ively performed, 
for it hath had the mishap, as many other Excellent Arts 
have had, \c: To be Treated of by ſuch, as have not prafti= 
cally known the ſame ;, or elſe by thoſe, who have on pur- 
' poſe concealed that, which in reality ought to have beer 
diſcovered ;, ſo that the Authors hitherto extant are either 
filled with needleſs Preſcriptions, confuſed VWorkings, long 
and tedious Prolixity of Words and Circumlocutions, as 
we may ſay going about the Wood, or elſe have concealed 
the Ariadnean thread , which ſhould lead direRly to the 
* Praftick, and ſo are only uſeful to thoſe , who have ſer 
ved ſeven Tears Apprentiſhip to the imploy, then knowing 
what to chobſe and what to refuſe, and beins able to pick 
the Roſe from among Thorns without pricking themſelves ; 
for what a chargable and confuſed piece of work, ſhould we 
have, were we to provide our ſelves with all thoſe Veſſels 
and Inſtruments deſcribed by Baker, for the making Was 
ters, Aqua vitz, and Burning Spirits, and #o ſepa- 
rate them from their Flegm; which, when done, would 
neither anſwer the 'end nor countervail the charge; fat 
ti well known to all ingenious men, how difficult a thing 
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it was to prepare a Spirit , which would fire Gavgaridr, 
or be ſo purely Ktherial as to vaniſh in the Sun , *till 
the uſe of Salt was known, by whoſe help te are able to 
perform it un large quantities, even m our common Stills 
P with ther Refrigeriwory : ; And the moſt exatt way that we 
ever ſaw is to work with Salts in a large Copper body with 
its Alembick, and Refrigeratory in Baln. For with a lent 
heat you will have your Spirit perfettly deflegnd, which 
for curioſity ſake, you may repeat a ſecond time, and then 
will 3t far excell any of thoſe made by the difficult Inven- 
#r0ns before mentioned ; and therefore why ſhould we po 
tofo much charge and trouble , iwhen it may be performed 
with fo much facility and eaſe: And again, he is filled 
with abundance of Chymical Preparations, which have 
Rot the leaſt adherence to the making of Spirits, and fo 
the mind of the Reader 8s diverted from that, which only 
ſhould be of Service to him ; nay this #s ſo apt to fill their 
heads twith fancies, that they reſt unſatssfied 'till 
bronp ht. to Tryals, which either confiderably exhauſt cheir 
Subſtance, or elſe take them from their buſineſs, nay ſome- 
times wholy incapacitates them for che ſame ; therefore 
ſhall we paſs by him ; and come to confider that of French, 


_ Dr. French indeed was a man of Ingenuity as bis 
Forks plainly ſhow , ſeing many curious things are there - 
"3n contained, yet oan we not wholly clear bim' from ſome 
of theſe defetts. 


And as for the London Diſtiller, tho his Preſcripti- 
ons, there laid down are proper, yet, ts be defettive, botb 
in the exaft Modus of working, the ordering of the

gar; ; ar alfo in the great ou neſs of Reftsfication, con-

cerning which there is ſo great a noiſe about the Town ; 
and indeed-not without good reaſon , ſeing too too many 
are deficient in ſo advantageous a Secret as this is; \ yet 
is both he.and French ſo ſcarce, that one 'of thin is 
hardly to be gotten z and then again on the other hand, 
what we have formerly written in order to have ſupplied 
theſe defefts mas in ſuch general Terms and ſo ſhort, as 


that of it ſelf it was not ſufficient to maks any one prompt- 
perficzent in the Art. 


Therefore we beinjs defired by ſeveral Ingemions Per- 
fons to communicate our*Experience to the World, and [6 
to ſupply the defetts before mentioned , as much as in us 
lay, have upon a mature Conſideration thereunto condiſcens 
ded, with this Reſolutzon , that we would do at ſo as to 
capacitate any one, tho of a mean Genius and never 
brought up to the Art,in a little time by Study and Praftice 
to he a compleatMaſter in the ſame goithout having recourſe 
to any other Author ; for which end we have compriſed 
it into a Pocket-Volume, that fo it might be the more 
portable, and by conſequence ready for their Peruſal. 


Now that you may the better conceive what is therem 
contained, we ſhall in brief proceed, as follows ; In the 
Firſt place, we have deſcribed the manner of Working in

In the Second we have ſhown the exatt way of Refti- 
fication, by and through ſuch Mediums, as that they 
are brought into moſt excellent Stuff , and if the uſe of 
Tartar, Sulphur whether common or that of Mars and 
Venus, joyned with the ſweet Salt were known, cer- 
zainly ſweet and pleaſant Spirits might be brought forth ; 
but more eſpecially by the help of our Sal Panariſtos 
might Engliſh goods be ſo ordered as that in Taſt and 
Smell they might be little Inferior ta thoſe of Gallia, and 
equal in Vertue to the Engliſh Conſtitutions ; becauſe of 
their Climatary Affinity, Concerning which, we have 

not only given you orr own Experience , but alſo the Au- 
thority of the famous Radolphus Glauber 5; which be- 
ing ſo prepared we have likewiſe ſhown their Various uſes 
in making Cordial-Waters and Spirits. 


Fs the Third, we have ſhown all the Neceſſary and 
Uſeful Compoſitions in-the Art, according to the greater 
and leſſer Pondus ; to which we have added many rare 
enes of our own , together with an Uſque- bagh-Royal 
never Publiſhed before, and alſo the way of Dulcifying 
and Perfuming theſe Wares or Liquors, ſo that they may 
be the moſt Commadious for Sail. 


And in the Fourth, we bave moreover ſhown the True 
nd Genuine way of making Powers by three noble Men- 


{truums, ſc. a Puriked Sal Armoniack #he vow 
tile 
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tile Salt of Tartar, and Sal Panariſtos, zopether with 
their Vertues, Uſe and Doſe, for the Benefit of ſuch, as 


Janpuiſh under the burthen of Refrafory Diſeaſes, and 


can find no Relief from the common Preſcriptions ; for 
we have through much Expence and Labor by the Pro- 
vidence of God thereunto attained, and by more than Ten 
Tears Experience knowing their admirable Vertues to be 
ſuch, as to relieve, when paſt the bopes of other means 5 
we thought we could no better befriend the World, eſpe- 
cially the Ingenious Lovers of Art, than freely to commus 
nicate their Compaſition that ſo they might the better 
Fudge of their Nature and Property ; and altho we have 
not attributed ſo many Vertues thereunto, as others have 
done to more Inferionr Powers, yet this hath been on 
prirpoſe omitted for two Reaſons : The Firſt, becauſe we 
hate fruitleſs repetitions, or to ſpeak more of the Vertue 
and Uſe of things, than we know they will really per= 
form ; for we would rather that a Medicine ſhould Cure

Practical Diſtiller; 


CHAP: I 


In which we Treat of the Art of Diſtillation 
in general, together with the Utenſils there* 
unto belonging: 


IRS T; We think it convenient to define 

the word Diſtzllaticz, and then to ſhew 

the uſe thereof ; the word Diſtillation 

imports no more than 4 dropping down 

by little and little; but the uſe and end thereof, is 
in the firſt place to Extract the Spirituality from 
bodies, when macerated or open'd by Fermenta- 
tion; ſo that we may truly ſay this Art is for 
changing of groſs and thick bodies into a thin 
and Spiritual Nature, by which Action the pure 
Effiuvia are ſeparated from the more terrene, Fz- 
tid; and impure Feces; and that only by the help 
of heat; they being thereby reſolved into 2 Va- 
pour, are elevated to the Helm, whete they are 
2 part condenſed by the cold, which is fully ac- 
B compliſhed, 


_ 
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compliſhed, as rhey run out of the Beck into the 
Worm,through the Refrigerating 'Fub, and fo be. 
come clear and lucid : "This is the end of Diſtilla- 
tion in general; but in Particular, tis to be con- 
ſidered in a threefold reſpect, ſc. Diſtillation, ReAi- 
fication, and Extra&ion ; Diſtillation zx a converting 
of bodies ( as before defined ) into Water, Oyl and 
Spirit ; Rectification 7s 4 reiterated Elevoriation, by 
which the before mentioned are ſeparated from their 
more hidden and internal Impurities ; and the Spiritual, 
Eſſential humidity, from the more Phlegmatick and 
Aqueous: And Cxcraction is by the belp of ſome pure 
Spirit to draw forth that virtue out of bodies, which 6- 
therwiſe would not ſo eafily admit of Maceration, or of 
being ſo overcome, as to be broupht into Spirituallity : 
Now in bodies very compact, this is belt pertorm- 
ed by Cohobation, which is a returning the Liquor 
upon the body whence Extracted, and Diſtilling 
it off again; which muſt fo often be repeated as 
till you've obtained the deſired Virtues ; theſe be- 
ing ſufficient ro accompliſh all that is to be ex- 
pected from a Diſtiller, and indeed to make the 
Art compleat, - and the Diſcourſe thereof full, ſee- 
ing we intend not' to ſpeak of | any thing but 
What is pertinent thereunto, we ſhall referr thoſe 
who deſire to know the Nature of other Opera- 
tions, to our Chymicus Rationalis, Where they are 
tully and amply handled, and fo paffing by the 
uſe and Definition of this Art, we {hall now come 
to the Praftick. 

In which we find that it requires a great many 
Conventences, as a fit Work-houſe, proper Stills 
Coppers, Backs, Inſtruments and oe * 

whuc 
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which, to be rightly managed, require ſcyeral 
hands, it any conliderable drapght of Goods is in- 
tended to be made, ſo from hence we may con- 
clude that this Art is not rightly to be carried on 
without a conſiderable large Fund, but when 1o 
managed 'twill repay the Owner, or Maſter with 
con{iderable Intereſt ; which is the reaſon that many 
of them get ſuch plentiful Eſtates, at which none 
ought to grudge , ſeeing 'tis got with ſuch juſt 
gain, and that the Golden Cap is obtained by hard 
Labotr: And beſides, there's a Proverb in England, 
wit Gvld and wear it; and why therefore may not 
theſe enjoy the ſame, ſeeing nothing is more labo- 
rious than this Art, when rightly tollowed ; and 
what they thereby obtain, we may, as it were, 
ſay, is got out of the Fire : but before we proceed 
particularly to give every one the Knowledge of 
theſe Prohts, we fſhail ſpeak of the neceſfaries 
whereby we are inabled to go to work, otherwiſe

 withour them we may be ſure there']l be none at 


all. 

Firſt, As to the Work-houſe, we beſt efteem 
it when fomething ſpacious, at lealt 16, 18, or 
20 Foot in breadth; and 24., 26, 28, or 379, 


in length ; eſpecially, where you delign ro work 


conſiderable quantities. 'The manner of Erecting the 


Carcafe, with the proportionable height, and way 
of covering it, we ſhall leave. to the Ingenuity of 
the Work-man, to whom it belongs, and give 
you our opinion of the accompliſhment of what 
1s required in it : "Thus, at the utmoſt end we 
adviſe that a Copper be ſet up, after the man- 
ner of the Brewers ; except you dehign to prepare 

B 2 your 
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your Liquor in your large Still, which will be 
ſomewhat troubleſome, and indeed a great hinder- 
ance to bulineſs, if you intend to work it off twice 
a day, as uſually is done: Now by your Copper 
you mult have your Maſhing Tub, to maſh in; 
and under that large Receiyers, and over upon the 
Rafters you may have a Cooler ; and again under 
the Coolers large Backs, one for the ſtronger 
Wott, the other-for- the ſmaller; and fo order'd, 
as that it may run into either ; now from theſe 
large Backs, you muſt convey Leaden Pipes unto 
Receiving Backs for Stores, and from your ſtore 
ones to the Waſh-backs, which ought always to 
be placed oppoſite to your great Stills, for the 
more ready filling of them ; now this conveyance 
is very convenient, from Back to Back; for by 


this means you may always be ſupplied with 


— 


Waſh; and eſpecially if you command it by the 


turning of a Ceck, otherwiſe you mult make uſe 
of a ſtrong. Cork with a ſtring above it, that. fo 
you may pluck ir out when you pleaſe. Now 
theſe Backs, as they are ſet into the Earth, muſt 
be well daubed about with temper d Clay, or put 
in a thin Bed thereof ; for this is ſaid to preſerve 
them tight and warm : theſe muſt have Covers 
above with a Leaf to told up upon occaſion ; and 
upon a defect of Backs, you may make uſe of 
large Oyl Fatts, ſo order'd; you muſt have a Braſs 
or Wooden Pump to put into the Backs, and ſo with 
a Spour faſtned with a Broom therein, to keep the 
Waſh from running over, and the other end on 
the Still you would hill, you may at any time 
ealily perform it ; your Spout. being movable from 
 $till ro Still. In

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In hanging your Stills you muſt obſerye , to 
place them @n the ſame ſide that your Copper is 
on, that ſo your Backs may be the better rangcd 
together without Confuſion ; let them be as near 
the end as they'll poſſibly ſtand; and let two 
ſtand together, that ſo one Flew may ſerve for 
- Conveyance of both their ſmoaks ; and in the 

rſt place you muſt obſerve to place them fo, as 
that % lower end of the Worm may be 14. Inchcs 
from the ground, that ſo a Can may freely be 
a under, and taken away when full -” ?tis 

er an Inch too high than a quarter of one too 
low ; and for proportioning your Still to any height, 
70u mutt let in your Aſh-hole into the ground ; 
Which in length and breadth muſt be proportio- 
nable to that of the Still ; for one of {1x Barrels ten 
of twelve Inches in breadth is ſufficient; and for 
Mone of Eight or ten Barrels, it muſt be 'T'welve or 
' MFourteen ar the leaſt; the which are two very 
good Sizes; the length muſt be proportioned ac- 
' cording to the Grate and Door, ſomewhat {loping 
for the more eafie commanding the Aſhes. And 
having proceeded thus far, you muſt obſerve not 
to make the Fire place too broad; your Grate 
mult be made of rhick heavy Bars, exactly cut, of 
an even length, the ends ſomewhat flatted upon 
flat bars, "arid broad, flat bars muſt lie even with 
their upper edges, that ſo' the Shovel, Slice or Rake 
may not jam in them}, although they lie looſe, to 
be taken in or out upon accalion as any of them 
melt off: the broad flat Bars muſt be continued 
liyht one to another,even to the mouth of the-door: 
and the door muſt be of Iron, as the*Brewers

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Coppers are; let your mouth and hre place be 
built all of broad "Tiles, for theſe better 4 the 
fury of the Fire than Bricks: And when your 
Eire place is of its proper height, and at one end 
a convenient ſloping hole-left for the Fire to play 
up in, let your Still be placed- upon the Brick. 
work, in ſuch a way as that it may have a Cur- 
rent for the Liquor to run out of the Cock ; and 
upon tryal let it be cloſely work'd up to the bot- 
tom, that fo the Fire may only play at the Flew; 
and obſerve to place your Cocks through the Wall, 
that fo the Liquor or Waſh may run out into. the 
proper receiving Backs, without annoying . the 
Still-houſe, Let there be a Wheel-vent made to re- 
ceive the ſmoak and flame, at leaſt five, tix, {e- 
ven, or eight Inches, as your ſtill is in bigneſs 
which taking the Fire throws-it round the Still, 
and brings it into the great Flew or Chimney; 
'tis generally ordered, thatthe Wheel-vent ſhould

Now in this you muſt obſerve to ſet it on, a 
Wall made of Brick with ſome Timber in it, which 
muſt be covered with a round board like the -Curb 
of a Well, the better to keep it from {inking , 
the board muſt he the exa&t campals of the bot- 
tom of the Tub, but the Wall ſomething lefs, 
that ſo a Can may the hetter ſtand bee It : 
And here you muſt obſerve theſe Rules, Firlt, 
That the upper end of your worm land fo that the Beck 
or Noſe of the Head may eaſily go into the ſame without 
the leaſt Obſtru&ion, and ſhut in ſo cloſe, as eaſily to 
be luted; Decondlyp, that your MWorm-Tub muſt 
ſtand upright , leaning heither one way nor another ;

you may put a Pint or a Quart of IVater in the ſame, 
and if it comes all out of the lower end, then may 
you aſſure your ſelf *tis true; Which being regard-

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Moreover, we approve beſt of thoſe Helms, 
which have a large Pewter Crane Neck, pro- 
ceeding from the upper Center of the Head in- 
to the Worm, for two Reaſons ; the one is be- 
cauſe the Spirits come ſweeter through this ſort © © 
than that of the Copper; the other is, that if the Iſh t 
Waſh ſhould rife into the Head, yet will it not I | 
ſo readily come over to foul the Worm.

Thus having ſhown you the manner of hang- 
ing the Still, ſetting the Worm-Tub, &©c. And 
allo given demonſtratian thereof to your Eye, 
in the Figure; we ſhall now comeg to ſhew the 
way of preparing things fit to be therein Diſtill.

Now the Baſis or Grounds for Diſtillation may 
be comprehended under theſe ſix heads : Firſt, 
Ale, and Liquors Brewed and prepared from Malt, 
by any way of Extraftion or drawing forth mwhatſo- 
ever: Decondkp, Al! things, that are to be Brewed 
and Diſtilled from * Molaſſes, Sugar and Honey, er 
ber with or without. Tiles: Litidly, All thoſe, 
which are or may be made from Fruits, Berries and 
Flowers of the Engl:{h growth, as, Cyder, Perry, 
and Artificial VVimes: Fourthlip, Thoſe of Fo 
reign Fruits, as, Raiſins, Figs, Prunes, Tamarinds, 
or ethers, that either may by Art be Breed, or will 
sios a Spirir by Fermentation: | Fifthly, All kind 
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of Foreign V Vines, and their Lees : © Dixthly , all 
kind of Herbs whatſoever , either with or without 
Addition. 

Thele being ſufficient to demonſtrate all that 
can be faid in the Art, are laid down, to the end, 
that you may the better conceive of, and com- 
prehend what is to be ſpoken thereof; in the 
ticular ways of Working: We ſhall now begin 
with the Firſt Head, that of Malt. 

In which there are various ways of Working, 
one Brewing it into ſound Ale and Beer, which 
is the belt, and letting it come to Ape and 
Strength before Diſtilled ; others Brewing it with- 
out any Boyling or Hops, bringing the three Li- 
quors together into their Waſh-Backs, and (6 
Ferment and Diſtill; others Ferment Malted 
Wheat and Malt, and ſo Diſtill; and others are 
for Protuberating and burſting Corn by boyling 
of ir, and then Fermenting and Diſtilling it ; all 
which ſhall be treated of apart: And brit of 
Brewing ſound Beer, becauſe (" "9 thence the beſt 
and trueſt Aqua Vite's are made. 

As to Brewing we have given you our opini- 
on in our Cereviſiaris Comes, Which in ſhort is, 
that by DecoCtion the deſtruCtive Gaſs mult be 
taken out of the Water, and then to be cool'd in, 
which is, that ſome of it muſt be cold, and as 
much put on the Malt as will ferve for mixtion 
and commixtion ; and then pouring on as much 
warm Liquor as you intend to make uſe of in 
thar Maſhing ; then rowing up well, and letting 
it ſtand its due time, to draw it into the Receivers, 


and fo to proceed, as directed in the before-cited 
Book ;

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Book; only you are to obſerve, that if it ſhould 
not be oy rich of the Malt, to Diltill it as ſqon 
as *tis well wrought, for fear it ſhould flat, and 
fo great part of the Spirit {hould he loſt ; "bur if

"that the Malt being put into the Still Cakes 
*Yand burns to the bottom, to the deſtruQtion both 
Hof the fame, and Low-wines, which come off with 
a burnt taſte; which: to prevent, there are two 
ways; the one is to preſs forth the Liquor from 
Fthe Grains, and to Diſtill the fame ; the other is 
by our new Invention, which will be ſhown here- 
after ; for we ſaw that all our Experiments made 
m a boyling Bath did not. in the leaſt burn ; but 
that all the Low-wines came oft very ſweet and 
luſcious in taſte, and pleafant in ſmell. 

'The Fourth and Laſt, is the Glauberian way, 
which is thus; Firſt you mult after this manner pre- 
pare your Corn, whether Barley, Rie, Oats, or 

heat ; ſc. ſteep it in ſweet Water for ſome days, 
then, place it, that it may ſprout after the fame 
"manner as Corn is Malted for the making of Beer ; 
turn it well for a certain time, left it be corrupted 
by too much heat ; then when it 1s well ſprouted, 
ſpread it abroad, that it may preſently cool, and 
twill never fowre. 

But if you would uſe it preſently, then take 
as much of it as your. Deſtillation will require, and 
in a Kettle full of *Water, boyl it fo long, till 
the Grains are broken, then pour it into a Wooden 
Veſſel, and when it 1s luke-warm, add to it the 
freſh Dregs or Grounds of Beer, and let it Fer- 
.ment ; when it has fermented enough, which is 
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aſtally at the end of two or three days, then Brais 
wine 18 made in a common Still, by Deſtillation 
from that Corn; what remains in the Still wil 
ſerve to feed Oxen, Cows, Hogs, or otht 
Cartle. 

But the Brandy-wine which proceeds from thend 
maſt be ReCtihed, as the way is; and by thi 
means 'tis render'd more ſweet and grateful to the 
reliſh, than any other Brandy made - of Corn; 
the Reaſon is this, 'That all Bread-Corn, of which 
Brandy-wine ought to be prepared, if it be put 
ro Ferment preſently after ſoftening, is neceſlar 
ly in the Still, by boyling, reduced into a Pap 
and ſo being corrupted by aduſtion produces 
ſtinking Brandy-wine. 

But this protuberating and burſt Corn canni 
be burnt, and therefore makes good Brandy. 
» Now 'tis obſervable that that Brandy made from 
Wheat-Corn, is the moſt near of any other from 
any Grain whatſoever to that of Gall;a. 

Let thus much at preſent ſuffice concerniingCorn, 
becauſe the diſtinct rules of bringing it into Low- 
wines, Proof Spirits, and rettified goods, Will be laid 
down in their proper places; we ſhall therefor i 
now proceed to the ſecond, Head; ſc. Molaſſerly it 
Sugar, and Honey. ] 

As to Molaſſes, you need to do no more t 
than down with it inthe Backs (ſeeing tafff t 
proiniſe-lake we muſt opefi ſo many truths ) and} 
add thereto three or four times its weight of Li t 
quor, prepared as in the ſecond Head ; z.e. tf t 
every Hundred of Molaſſes thirty {:x, forty, off 3 
forty {ix Gallons of Liquor; according as yt 
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will have it ſmall or rich of the Molaſſes; for you 
mult obſerve, that the ſtronger it is, the longer 
LY will be before it comes to Fermentation ; and 
this, if it be not well Fermented, will yield: but 
orly, z. e. very little quantity of Spirits; there- 
6 1s it abundantly nicer to be wrought than 
W that of Malt; and ehecially in theſe cold Climates ; 
for you muſt obſerve ro ſet your Back at once in 
Ma good temper ; being not ſo well to be holpen by 
hot or cold Liquors, as that of Corn ; and you 
muſt have good ſtore of Yeaſt, or Ferment to 
Head it well at-once, or elſe it will not come on; 
but if you uſe Waſh inſtead of Water arid Tilts, 
the Grounds of very Strong Beer, will help its 
Fermentation on ſo, that abundantly leſs Yealt 
will ſerve ; _ and you muſt obſerve, thar it ſtands, 
eſpecially in the Winter time, in a very wat 
place ; and if in the ſecond day it ſhould not\be-" 
gin to come well on, the which it will notgit 
ſe either too hot or too cold ; rhen you miſt 

have ready by you a Pot of very ſtrong Muſtard, 
with a Horſe-Raddiſh and good Onion, and the 
value of an Egg, or two of theſe mult be caſt 
mm; you may dip the Onion and Horſe-Radditfh: 
In the Muſtard ; and this will highly promote its 
Fermentation; eſpecially if you add a Ball of Whi- 
ff ting ; Tartar or Argill is not to be deſpiſed in- 
ay the Doctrine of Fermentation ; for 'rwill give a 
i ſecret and ſure internal one, yer when a Back 1s-in 
too high a Foam, *twill kindly fat it: In all 
this you muſt obſerve, that Experience muſt be 
Your chiet guide ; for tho* we diicover true things, 
yet ſeveral accjdents may occur, wherein this 
| Miltrefs 
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Miſtreſs may and will be your beſt help: For 
you muſt know that when it is truly Fermented, 
you muſt take it in the right nick, neither toy 
high nor too flat, neither too ſweet nor too 
ſowre ; for by any extream, you may loſe of your' 
© quantity of Spirit, as well as by the want & 
due Fermentation ; therefore if a Back of Molaſſe 
have not yielded you Spirit enough, let it cool 
lit to ſet again, and then add ina few Gallon; 
of freſh Treacle, {tir them well together, and Fer. 
ment with Ale Yeaſt and a ball of Whiting, as 
before, and fo draw a ſecond tinie. Ingenious 
Reader! make not ſtrange of this working over 
of. Molaſſes a ſecond time, ſeeing it hath been 
often done; and we are credibly informed by a 
Perſon of Ingenuity, that in Barbados and thoſe 
Iſlands where the Sugar Canes are in large 
Juni they take the Polaſles, foul! Dugars, and 
their Canes, and Fertnent them together with. re 
Mains of the farmer Diſtillation, and upon a defet of 
_ Fermentation they caſt m ſome Whiod-Aſhes new) 
made, together with ſome live Coals. He farther ſaid, 
that when it is almoſt brought to its height in Fet 
mentation, they add five Gallons more of Wolalles, 
and then ſtir and Ferment, as before, and then 
again froe Gallons, always keeping it in Fermentati' 
on, and with other reiterate additions, proceed until it 
is very rich of the Wwolalles : But if ſo, than 
are they in this Caſe beholding to their Climate 
for the heat, which helps on their Fermentation; 
for here that would not be performed under 2 
long and tedious time, therefore we {hall omit it; 
bur as for the uling their remains we much 
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becauſe it carries with it ſo ſtrong. an Hogo; the 
way of bringing it into Low-wines, Proof Goods, and 
Refified Spirits will be ſhown in its proper place. 
Honey muſt be mixed with four, five, fx, ſe- 
yen, or eight parts of warm water, and diffolved ; 
and then 'to the Solution you muſt add Ferment, 
as was ſpoken concerning Malt, which afterward 
muſt be! left covered in ſome heat for to be Fer- 
mented ; 'being fit for Diſtillation when it comes 
to wax hot. Now know that too preat a quan- 
tity "of Honey - makes a yery {low Fermentati- 
oh, viz. Of ſome Weeks or Months ; where- 
fofe for | acceleration ſake we adviſe, that a 
greater quantity of Water be added; although 
otherwiſe it yields plenty of Spirits, but ungrate- 
ful; which therefore wE would have no body to Di- 
ſtill, as being unprofitable, unleſs any one know how 
to take away the unpratefulneſs thereof; which 
will be more largely ſhown in the Chapter of 
ReCtification : Low-wines, Proof goods, and Refifi- 
ed Spirits, may be made from thoſe Meads de- 
ſcribed in our Britannean azine ot Wines ; 
and moſt excellent and flayorous Spirits they 
are indeed: Moreover as to what concerns Su- 
gar, it may be performed by what is laid down 
of Malaſſes and Honey ; and therefore being need- 
- x repeat it, we ſhall paſs on to anothet 
ead. 


Now as to Cyder , Perry,, and Artificial 
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1; Wines, together with ſuch Liquors as may be 

21 Made from Engliſh growths, according to the 

rt; general way commonly known, as .alſo that al 

g ready preſcribed in our Britatmean Magazine ; 
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they being well Fermented, and by Age come 
to be ripe and fine, there is no difticulty to ob» 
tain there from a generous Spirit. Note, that 
Cyders yield but little quantity of Spirit, let 
them be made never ſo fine by age; therefore 
"tis requiſite that you again open them, and bring 
them to a freſh Ferment, and then they will .yield 
plentifully ; alſo when they are declining, prick'd, 
ropy or flat, it is requiſite that they be again 
helped into a Fermentative State, by ſuch ad- 
ditions as will meaſurably revive them ; ſome- 
times Whites of Eggs and Flour will do itz 
or ſome Alkaliſated Calx; and if not, then muſk 
you proceed to your common way, and Fer 
ment, by which, and warmth, new Cyder may 
be fo brought, as in five, ſix, or ſeven days it 
will be fit to be Diſtilled ; and fo of the reſt, 
Now among many fine Goods excellent Seuff may 
be made from found Fruits , eſpecially Cyder, 
that ſo' with ſmall additions good Brandies may 
be made; therefore why ſhould we contemn 
the perfect ' knowledge of Molaſſes and Cyder- 
Sprrits, ſeemg by a little Induſtry great things may 
thereby be performed : -But what is here faid being 
ſufthcient for all kind of Fruits,ſeeing the Doctrine 
of Fermentation is elſewhere more largely laid 
down ; paſſing this by we ſhall come to the 
fourth Head. 

Railms, Figs and other Foreign Fruits, may 
either be ſtamped Sin a great Stone Mortar, or put 
down whole into your Backs, adding warm 
Liquor to them, as in the ſecond Head of 
Corn, and as the Back is fit to be ſet, add there- 
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tints your common 'Ferment, and with a due 
feat they will Kindly come forward, aid as the 
Fruit ariſes at the top, you may beat them down 
again ; but if they wotk not kindly in the ſe 
cond of third day, then you may add in a Ball 
of Whiting, of a ſmall portion of Calx. Vive 
or Argell, not forgeting the helps before menti- 
oned. We alſo have ſeen excellent effets from 
Chryſtals of Tattar : For thus we have 'made 
moſt excellent Wines, according 4s is rouched 
at in our Britarntan Magazine. Now as ſoon as 
they are fully Fermented, which will ſometimes 
be 2 day ſooner than at other times, you may 
Diſtill them, their Juice being either preſt out, 
br the Fruit put into the Still, as we in our | 
Tryals have ſometimes done ; but thei we have 
obſerved often to take off the Head, and fiir 
them, till 'ready to Boyl, for fear they ſhould 
Cake: But if you make ufe of our new Inven- 
tion mentioned in the Diſtilling of Corn, you 
fave all this trouble: The manner of bringing 
theſe into Low- wmes, Proof goods, and Refified Spirits, 
will be defcribed in its proper place. . © 
Now as to Foreign Wines ahd their Lees, 
tis by us obſervable, that the former being well 
Fermented and become fine and generous, will 
give ſo noble a Spirit in Diſtillation, that we 
highly doubt whether a pint thereof may be 
Yor amonpſt all: the Brandy Merchants in Ezgland , 
arid becauſe their - Baſis may be fold in Fo- 
reign Parts at a greater price, than when Dis 
ſtilled; their uſual way therefore is to' Diltill

The Fermentation © of Herbs is to be con- 
ſidered in a twofold. reſpe&t, 1c. either as they 
are worked per ſe by a common Ferment; or 
by Sugar and Honey ; per ſe is when the Herb, 
Flower or Berry, is bruiſed in a large Waod- 
en, or Alabaſter Mortar, with a Wooden Peſtle, 
and then warm Liquor, or. Water, poured thereori, 
and the Ferment or Yeaſt added futhicient to 
ſtir it up or quicken it ſo as to. bring 1t into 
2 true and perfect Fermentation : By Sugar or 
Hhney #, as you Diſtill . from the Herb. its. Juice

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Pound, two, three, or four of Sugar or Honey, 
as you will have it in ftrength; then bei 
ſtirred well rogether, let them be covered clo 
and warm ; and let them ſtand till they Fer- 
ment, work, froth and flower, and ſmell ve 
fragrant, and become 'ft to Diſtill ; and if oa 
on requires this Fermentation may be promoted 
by ſome. of the precited Fermentatives. Obſerve 
that if you work roots either of theſe ways 
you muſt flice them thin before you put them

* Thus have we run through theſe ſix Heads, 
in which is comprehended all that is needful to 
be treated of concerning Fermentation, only we 
think it requiſite to add theſe following rules, 
Firlt, That in all things that are to be wrought by 
Fermentation, the whole mixture muſt be well united ; 
'Decondly, That the Back muſt be temperately ſet ; 
Whirdly, That you muſt add a convenient quantity 
' of Teaft or Ferment, and keep them warm: All theſe 
muſt- be diligently weighed, and accurately ob- 
ſerved, if ever you intend to exalt your materi- 
als to the deſired end; concerning which you 
ſhall hear what the. famous . Rado/phus Glauber Nh 
faith, Where he ſpeaks of the defects in Fermen-

tation; . the which he ſays ſometimes proceed from

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haſte, as well as by too much delay ; for af yon begin” to 
Diſtill before the time, viz. Fermentation not being 
et perfeFed, you ſhall have bus few Spirits ; where- 
fore alſo the better part is, by many that are unshel- 
ful, caſt to the Swine, but without any great loſs, if 
the matter were Malt , becauſe that Swine are fed 
therewith: but not ſo if other Vegetables were the mat- 
ter of the Diſtillation: Alſo too. much ſlowneſs where 
the Matter begins to be ſorwre before it be Diftilled, 
yields very few Spirits, that which often happens 
whileft Herbs and Flowers, &C. are out of Ignorance 
left in Fermentation three , four , frve, or more 
Weeks, before they be Diſtilled; for the greateſt pare 
i of the Spirit 3s then turned to Vinegar, which would 
Wl not be ſo wery all done, if ſo be theſe men knew 
'W how to Clarifie the remainders, and turn it into 
Wl Vinegar, that nothing thereof might be loſt ; for the 
Vinegars of Herbs , Flowers, Seeds and Roots are not 
to be contemned. And ſo often times (a thing to be la- 
mented ) the better parts, if they be Spices, and Pre« 
cious things, 3s lo#FF. 

The matter of the Diftullation, and other choice 
things, as Seeds and Herbs are caſt away with loſs ; 
wherefore for Admonition ſake, I was willing to add 
ſuch things that the Operators may have an opportu- 
nity to confider the matter 4 little more profoundly with 
themſelves, or at leaſt of learning. the Are of Diſtilling 
from Country Men, who do not ſuffer their Malt to 
Putrefie, grow ' Sowre or Mouldy, before they fall: up- 
on their Diſtillations ; but preſently Fermentation being 
made { the third or fourth day ) begin their Diſtillation. 
Which we ſhall now come to treat of, and firſk 
of bringing rhem into Low-wines. 
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For the making of which you muſt obſerve iſh of 
two things ; the farſt is,that in all things, which are ſl thu 
Liquid, as Beer, Cyder, &c. you. muſt put your all 

re deſcribed Pump into the Back in which it Fl 
is, directing your Spout -to that Still which - you WW ts: 


debgn to charge; and let one hand Pimp 
and. another pair of hands raw up, that fo the 
bottom may come into the Still, and when filled 
ſo high as the upper Nails, let down your Head 
on the. Still; but put not the Beck or Noſe as 
yet .into the Worm; for Reaſons, hereafter ex+ 
prefled ; then, the Still being charg'd, proceed to 
the making of your Fire, which is beſt of Coals or 
dry Cleft-Woad, and very ſtrong, until it begins 
to boyl, as a pot going over; then muſt you ſer the 
Pipe of the Head into the Worm, and as it be« 
gins to drop and run a ſmall ftream into the 
Can, then immediately muſt you throw damping 
under the Still, which is, the Aſhes that fall under 
your Grate and kept wet. for that end, for it you 
ſhould not do ſo, it would boyl aver into'the 
Worm, and ſo ſtop and foul the fame ; and ha- 
ving proceeded thus far, your Still being in a 
good temper, you muſt begin to lute all faſt with 
a Paſte made of W hiting and 'Rie-flower : you 
muſt exactly lute round the Neck of your Still, 
and by ſo doing you will keep in that Breath, 
in which 1s the Spirit ; and as yau have paſted the 
Neck, fo muſt you alſo paſte the Pipe and 
Worm, wherein it goes; that is to ſay, exactly to 
cloſe the Joint: You muſt alſo obſerve ſo ' to 
govern your Fire, that you bring your Still to 
work fo, as that the” Stream may run the ROT 
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Bl ofa large oe Gooſe or Turkey Quill ; 
BM chus brought” to work, # mult be "Hh ke

As to the other thing which is to be obſerved, 
it is in the Diſtilling of thaſe things, which are 
not preſled forth from their Corporiefy |; but thicle 
and thin muſt all go into the Still « ogether ; and 
this generally will Cake, although you take all 
the care you can to tir it before it . works; by 
which means we” have known the bottom of a 
New Still burnt out ; which to- prevent, as we have 
done in our tryals, you tuſt obſerve, that in making 
8 your Still,two Minka Dios the turning, and juſt even 
8 with the cloſure of the Brick-work, you muſt have 
your Still turned with a very ace Voutind exatt- 
ly hammer'd for the upper part to ſhut in, which muſt 
be proportioned round up, as in other Stills, with 
a» Neck exatly fit for the Head, on which you 
muſt place two Rings, jult oppoſite one ta ano- 
ther, that ſo at any time upon occaſian 'it may 
be eaſily lifted off, ro which Verge you muſt fit 
a very / Iron Hoop, the upper part of which 
muſt have three ſtrong Rings 1n it, that ſo upon 
accalion a Rope may be faſtned 'to it ; to the 
under part you mult lace or brace on your COn- 
tainer, which muſt come within two or three In- 
ches of the bottom, as alſo within two Inches 
of every fide ; then place your hoop on the Verge, 
and \ charge your Still, the Corporiety will be 
| therein received, and the Liquor will paſs to fill up 
the vacancy; then ſhut down'the Shoulders of your 
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Still, and lute faſt with a Paſte made of Calx

in: Now as the Beck, Noſe, or end of the Pipe 
begins to drop, you muſt pur it” into the Worm 
and lute faſt, as before direCted, as alſo the Neck 
of the Stills and your Still being brought to work, 
you muſt in all things proceed in the ExtraQt- 
ing your Low-wines, as before laid down in ' the 
firſt Obſervation : and this alſo #s to be Noted, 
' that ſome Malt, Grain, and Fruits will in the be- 
gining run off a Can, two, or three of Proof 
Spirit, and then it generally runs long: Others 
ſometimes runs not at the beginning ſo tully Proof, 
and yet will yield indifferently well. "Fhus your 
Low wines being Diſtilled, you let them lie ten 
or | fourteen days, to enrich themſelves; for-in 
that time they get by lying, and ſome think 
that if they lie longer they loſe, as alſo Proof 
Spirits, except they lie very warm: But how- 
ever they may,.as we have found by experience, 
be fo order'd, as that they may be the more mel- 
lowed, and better themſelves thereby. 'Thelſe 
rules being ſufficient for the Extrafting all kind 
of Low-wines, andthe - more eſpecially, it you 
make Uſe of our curious Invention, before deſcri- 
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bed, for that by it.theſe benefits will accrew ; Firſt 
you are not troubled; with | the moving, ſtir- 


ing or rowing your matter in the Still ; Second- 
ly you need not fear your Stills being burnt, or

Wines getting any aduſtion or Evil 'Tang, 
uh will come over ſweet, pleaſant , and 
fragrant; 'Thizdly and Laſtly , you have this 
adyantage, that you may remove the ſhoulders 
of your Still, and faſten a Rope in the Iron 
Hoop, and by means of a Pully lift your mat- 
ter at once out, which may be received into a 
Coule and bore away; and the Waſh let out the 
common way ; and if your matter be either 
Wheat or Barley, the Grains, thotigh they have 
been in the Still, will þe yery good Food for 
Cattle or Swine. Note that after this method, 
only uſing a T'in-pan made fit for the Verge, and 
an Inch or two of vacancy between, whereby to 
put in the- Water, may you have an Artihcial 
Balneum for reCtifying your Spirits. We ſhall now 
proceed to the ſecond Extraction, which is thus ; 

- Take two or three Cans of Water, put them 
mto your Still, and a ſmall handful of Salt ; and 
charge your ſtill with Low-wines to a convenient 
height; let down your Head, - and give Fire;

finiſhed the ſecond Extraftion, we think it not 
amiſs to ſhow what quantity of Low-mines, 
Proof goods, and fine Spirits may be Extrafted 
from a Quarter of Mal. 
You muſt know, that in the firſt place, *rwill 
make about Fifty Gallons, or ſomething © more 
than three Barrels of Waſh, which in rhe firſt 
Extraction will make thirty two, thirty four, 
or thirty ſix Gallons of Low-wines; and theſe, 
if you let them lie, will in the fecond Extratti 
on yield eleven or twelve Gallons of Proof Spirit;

Spirit confiſts for the moſt part in the preparation 
thereof ;, for being made after the Vulgar way it retains 
#ts taſte ; wherefore it can't yield good Spirit, nor 
good Beer, which is obſerved by very few; mwherefare 
they could not draw forth good Spirit out of Corn, 
but fuch as ſavours of the taſte and ſmell of the Malt ; 
which is not the fault of the Corn, but of the Ar- 
rificer, not operating a-right in the Preparation of | 1 
his Malt m Diſtillation and Refification : For af it 
were prepared a-rioht in all things Corn yields a very

many Myſteries to write ; but for obligation fake 
mult reſerve ſome of them ; as being affiſted there- 
in by a Glauberian, but however we ſhall lay 
the thing before your view by repeating the 
words of the Famous Author. P. 2. pag. 139. 
* Take white or red Tartar ( for both of them 
* being well mundified,” are as good one as the 
* other ) diffolve it in Water, and feparate all 
* its groſs Sulphur, by a certain precipitating mat- 
* ter. This impurity abiding in the Water, is 
®* to be ſeparated from the precipitated Tartar ; 
* by pouring out the Water, the which (Tarzar)

Now-.it you cannot attain to this 'Tartar, you 
muſt endeavour ſo to prepare your Spirits, # 
that they , may. be ſweet and r, though 
Gmething . different in_ taſte from thoſe ' of the 
Vine, which taſte proceeds from: the ſignature 
of that ſpecificated Sulphur, from whence the Spi- 
wits are prepared,which generous Nature will preſerve 
what in her lies to the utmoſt Tad ; but ſtrong S$+ 
yours come from the violence of Fire and Adults 
on; fo that the fault is not to be aſcribed to 
Nature,but to the Ignorance of the Artificer y ſeeing 
ſuch the ſame will happen, even from the Pro- 
ducts of the Vine; therefore the skillful one 
muſt firſt bereave them of this taſte and ſmell; 
and then he may eafily introduce fach others, as 
have a meaſurable Homogeniety and Afhnirty , to 
the Vine; this, and this only, is the great bus 
nefs of Art, and the Artificial Preparation we 
would point fortn; for (as we 've elſewhett 
faid ) if Spirits were thus: Stilled, fo as to get at 
11 "Tang, they muſt again be bereaved nog 
whi 
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which is not accompliſhed till your Spirits are 
brought in a manner as free | from taſte as 
Water, only Fiery and Spirithal ; whereby 
much of the groſs Sulphur, from whence the 
aduſtion , and conſequently ill Tang , pro- 
ceeds, is caſt off, and ſeparated ; we mean as to 
it domuneering qualities. The like may be done 
to great content even on Rum, which is the 
ſtrongeſt in ſmell and. taſte of all the Vinor Spi- 
rits,drawn from Vepitable Concretes: Which taſte, 
we are well fatished comes not ſo much from 
the Internal Nature of the Concrete, as from 
their rough Preparation of the ſame ; ſc. theit 
ſ often uſing the remains and reliques of Su- 
ar and Canes ; ſeeing that by pure Salts and 
preat Quantities of freſh water, they are cleanſed 
therefrom, as a Leper is, when cleanſed from 
his dehlements, and brought to a ſweet and plea- 
fant Spirit ; which faid ſweetneſs cannot by all 
the Art imaginable, be equally produced from 
ſome other Spirits; ſeeing thoſe that proceed 
WE from the Vinor Root it ſelf are not equally 
EN indued with Fragrant, Rich, and Sweet Effu- 
0 vims. HA 

..'For one Simple is naturally ſweeter than an- 
other ; ex. pr. All ſweet Wines will naturally 
"20s ſweet Spirits, and clear Wines yield abun- 
antly ſweeter Spirits than thoſe made from the

them, are apt to get a ſtronger ſmatch, bein 
expoſed to the Fire, than ſuch Spirits will, which 
are already worked fo pure, that in the ReCtits 
cation they will only ſuck out-the Volatile, Suk 
phureous and pleaſant parts, as is evident in this 
if thoſe Lees, from whence you have draw 
your Spirits, be afterward Fermented, and then 
_—_ Diſtilled, they will yield but little quantity 
x Spirit, and that deficient in ts Revo; 
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that *tis evident,that there is a difference of Mag- 
netical attraction and violent Diſtillation, the one 
bringing up only the Homogeneous parts, and 
the other ſending oft the more groſs with the 
Volatile ones ; and yet mote it the Spirit you 
uſe 1s already ſweet and pleafant, and the Argel 
by Art ſeparated from all its impure and terrene 
Feces, as before mentioned : and again we fee a 
con{iderable difference in ſuch Spirits, as are | 
purihed by fuch Salts, as will Magnetically at- 
tract their impurities and Aquacities ; fo that 
their Spirituality is ſeparated, and then Diltilled ; 
from ſuch Spirits, as are worked and rectihed 
through the body of Salt in the Still ; for al- 
tho" theſe may in ſome meaſure rob them of 
ſomething, yet again they alſo add ſomething of 
the Nature of that Salt, whence reCtihed; and 
therefore can't be ſo pure as the former ; ſeeing 
they are worked by a {imple intention, their impu- 
fities being gone before they come into the Still.

rietes, or natural Vitriol of Mars, being opened 
by the fixed Salts contained in Hermaphroditical 
ones, from whence proceeds a pleafant Earth 
which to our knowledge is very homogeneous 
to Viner Spirits; for by it we are able before 
men of underſtanding -to prepare better Stuff 
than hath hicherto been uſually done ; although 
Concentrated Vinegar 1s not to be deſpiſed, if ſo 
;mbodied, as to preſerve its Tartnefs in its Vitalt- 
ty; eſpecially if the Spirits are fo Dittilled as to 
retain their ſweet flavours ; for as. we have ellſe- 
where ſaid, from the tart and ſweet, together

and bettering Spirirs, for if the Ingenious and 
Loyers of Art, and others that are unskilful in 
the ways of working, will but rake the Merhod we 
thy. pretcrive, 
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preſcribe, they may in time therein become 
prompt perficients, becauſe we labour what in 
us lies, to encourage them to ſupply their own 
defefts, &c, which to do, let them thus pro- 
ceed. | _ 

Your Proof Spirits being well prepared, or mea- 
ſurably bereaved of thezr Maltiſh taſte, then 
charge therewith your ReCifying Still with a 
Can or two of Water uccording to their quan= 
tity, and take any fort of Herb you beſt like 
with your prepared Salt, and tie them up in 
a bag ( called a ReCtifying bag) and throw 
ic into the Still, lute all faſt, and gently and 
warily draw oft your Fine Goods, You muſt be 
very cautious of Fire and Candles, eſpecially 
where there is any - breaking out of *fume; 
leaſt they ſhould Fire, and fo do a great deal 
of miſchief, for this Reaſon ReCtification is abun- 
dantly more dangerous than drawing Low: wines ; 
therefore be not too haſty, but procced warily 
and moderately, and govern - it ſo that - the 
ſtream may not run above the bigneſs of a 
large Crow Quill, or at moſt a ſmall Gooſe one ; 
and you mult obſerve not to. let it run off 
too long; for the latter part of your Spirit 
will be apt to carry ſome of the ill favour with 
it to the great detriment of the former 3 there- 
fore let them be ſaved apart; the firſt for 
Brandies, the latter to be again Reftified fo as. to 
Fire Gunpowder, and then it may. be uſed in Var- 
nſhes, or elſe it may well ſerve for ſome Compound 
Waters, Now to know when all the Spuitu- 
ality is] come over, you muſt proceed. thus.

Take a Taſter of that which runs in the left 
hand, and a lighted Candle inthe right, throw 
it upon ' the Neck or Head of the Still at 
work , itmediately puttirtg the' Candle there.

Now your firft fine Spirits muſt be allayed into 
Proef or the ſtrength of Brandy wich Liquor, for the 
which ſome make uſe of this followrng W ater , 
They take Calx vive, and mix a ſmall propor- 
rion of- Saſſafras with it, and being put in a 
Tub they pour Spring Water thereon, and f6 
tetting it ſettle till very clear, then make uſe of 
it ; but we are for making our. Liquor by T2 
ſtilling ir through ſome Azural Salt; for then 
it freely mixes .without the ' leaſt bubble, or 
white ſpeck, and ſeeming Precipitation, and be- 
mg brought to Proof, it may be a little tinged 
with - the- TinCture of Saunders ; 'and twill 'not 
be a miſs, if you add a ſmall portion of Spices 
in a bag, as Cinamon, Broad-Mace, and Nut- 
megs ;- and then have ' you good Salcabie 
Wares, eſpecially if your'Provf Spirit: were truly 
prepared, 'and: from a good Baſis, ' | 

Now it this tryal, although Geod ares, doth 
not in all things anſwer your expectation, ther 
proceed 'to'a' ſecond or third, | ſometimes with 
one fort, and ſomerimes with anorher, and in 
greater or lefſer quantity; - nay you may mix two 
Species together, + and'1o proceed in your Tryatl 
till your end is anſwered ;' for your experiments 
will be little loſs or coſt to you, ſeeing if you 
proceed not irregularly, your Goods will be never- 
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theleſs vendible; eſpecially if you obſerve but 


the rules laid down. 

But leaſt ſome ſhould objet and fay that 
thoſe high Preparations mentioned, as Spagyri- 
cal, which Art we underſtand not, are not ealie 
to be obtained, and ſo the Art of Rectification 
muſt remain - wholly hidden unto us: In An- 
fwer to this, we muſt be. forced to fay that it 
proceeds not from any. deficiency in the Rules 
contained in this writing, but from a ſluggiſh 
neglect of their heedful obſervation, and of pur. 
ting them irito uſe: for have we not named 
belides the Lees of Y/;ne , and what proceeds 
from that root with the Viner Heiggs, &c. 
and others which you count Spagyrical, things 
of ſuch' a degree as any one may conceive, as 
Bay Salt, Bay Leaves, Orrice, &c. And to thoſe 
already named, we will add Cherries without 
the Stones, Arſmart, Peppermwort, the Herb Scarlea, 
the Blackberry, rk made into Wine, as directed, 
as alſo. heat Corn; for from thence proceed 
molt excellent flavours, as we know by large 
Experience; therefore accept of our plain and 
kind Communication, and by a few tryals you 
may hit the profitable truth ; eſpecially if you 
over Doſe not the Spirit with the Herb ; for do 
we not” 'ſee how a few drops of the Oyl of 
Ciramon, Cloves and Mace, being dropt into Sugar 
and caſt into Wines, alter their taſte, eſpecially 
it ſome Effence of Ambergreeſe is added, as may 
be hereafter more largely ſhown in the next 
Impreſſion of our Britannean Magazine of Liquors; 
we alſo ſee that the Elder-fiower caſt into welt 

| | decocted 
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decotted Mead, makes it juſt like Wine made 
of the Apian or Muskadine Grape: All which 
preſidents make clear the Art of ReCtification, 
ſo that enough and more than enough is faid of 
this Nature ; ſeeing the diligent hand mul 
by trials obtaia that, which may graatly re- 
dound to the ſatisfaction of the ſearcher ; for 
doth not Solomon ſay, the diligent hand makes rich, 
which may be underſtood in Knowledge as well 
as Subltance, ſince that he preferrs Wiſdom and 
Underſtznding before all the Riches and Glory 
of this World: faying, that Kings and Prince; 
muſt ceme and throw down their Crowns and Scepters 
before it : And how can any man be faid to ex- 
cel another, if he have not ſome gifts above 
him, and a Practical knowledge in that, of which 
the other underitands nothing 2 but into this 
part mult every man enter by his own felf-la- 
bour, and unceilant feeking and knocking, un- 
til Divine Providence through his perfeverance 
opens it unto kim: For we can neither Jay, 
nor yet think of any Limitations in this Caſe; 
but as to what we have written we think it 
ſufficient for any rational Genius to make en- 
largements on ; and the more eſpecially ſeeing we 
nave ſhown the Preparation of Powers and Eſſen-

may have its pure Effluviams ſo concentrated, 
25 to be brought into a Corporeal or Bodily 
Form ; this is that, when ſo prepared, which 
hath power to tranſmute one Nature into ano- 
ther; and as Vulgar Venus will Cloath Pale- 
Faced Sol with a deeper and more beautiful Gar- 
ment, ſo will our Chaos of Mars and Venus menti- 
oned in the Preface of our Chymicus Rationalis, 
or rather our Vitriol of Venus and Mars Philoſo- 
phical, be a Medium for the exalting of Spirits 
into a purer Nature; and how can it be ©- 
therwiſe, ſeeing the Vine 1s under the Signature 
of Venus, and the Juice thereof, hath only 
from thence its ſweet Salt; but this hath the 
Virtue of all the Planets Concatinated into a 
pure ſweet and Chryltaline Salt, the very Key 
to the Golden and Lunar Magnet, and other 
ſuch perfeCt ones, which by their internal puri- 
ties will magnetically attract and ſeparate Im- 
purities from other beings; afd fo doth this the 
Flegm and groſs Sulphur in Spirits, ( which be- 
ng ſtirred 'up by the Fire, cauſe ther Nauſe- 
ous ſmell and taſte, and ſometimes fxtid, eſpeci- 
ally if burnr,,) and fo brings them to a more per-

Take of Brandified Spirit, three Gallons, 
Mints gathered in their right ſignature, and 
gently dried, eight Handful; macerate 
them three days, and then Diſtill in Batneo, S. 4.

Herb made in a cold Still, with the fame pre- 
paration, as before directed, dulcihe and allay, 

This Water heats the Stomach, and prevents 
Vomiting, two or three ſpoonfuls being taken as 0c- 
cafion requires. Obſerve, that by this Rule you 
may make many other Waters ; as Bawm, An- 
gelica, Wormwood, &c. Being gathered in 
their prime, and gently dried; and you may 
proportion them to your Brandined Spirit, more 
or leſs in quantity, according 2s you will have 
your Waters weaker or ſtronger of the Herb.

dulcife. As to their virtues, they ſhall be here 
omitted, ſeeing 'tis plainly to be conceived, that

* HE Receipts here preſcribed derive their 
Foundation from the beſt Maſters in Europe, 
ſc. German, Dutch and Engliſh, Cc. 'that have 
Maſter-like treated hereof ; fo that we have been 
at no ſmall pains, to compare and then con: 
pute their differences, thence taking ſtich a Me- 
dium, as that the ſubſequent preſcriptions may 
well ſerve for either ; nay, indeed much bet- 
ter than ſome others extant; for in the firl 
place the exaCt quantity of the Spirit is mentt- 
oned, and in the ſecond the juſt Poudys and 
quantity of all the Ingredients, even to a Grain: 
Now as to the brſt *tis very convenient and help- 
ful to the young Practitioners in this Art, ſeeing 
they may be miſtaken in that general term, Take 
Proof Spirit what ſufficeth ; and fo take cither too 
much 'or too little, ard thereby deſtroy the har- 
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monious flavours of their Waters: fo is alſo the 
ſecond, for many Grains in a Compoſition, where 
various things are named, ' will amount to Scruples 
and Drachms, and fo nake a con{iderable altera- 
tion, eſpecially in ſuch as are preſcribed for Phy- 
fical uſes ; in the which we ought tobe very cauti- 
ous, that ſo their virtues may anſwer the Preſcri- 
ber's end. Now having given you to underſtand

Aſſerted; thar is to ſay, they muſt be bereaved of their 
internal water and floating Earth,ſo that they will readi- 
ly diſſolve in and unite with Water or Spirit of wine,this 
1s repeated becauſe that book may not come into 
the hands of thoſe that this doth ; and further, we 
ſay, that Oyls may be thus very eaſily prepared by 
Art, ſo as to caſt forth their combuſt Earth, and 
as it were, an inſ{ipid Fzces , when as without the 
ſame twenty ReCtifications ſhall not ſo readily per- 
form it; and in this *cis yet more dubious, ſeeing 
the Oyls by the heat of the Fire will be converted 
into a Combuſt Earth, remaining in the bottom of

this Mediung; neither can theſe be obtained in their 
full and Efſential Vertyes without the benefit of its 
exaltative Power : therefore let rhe Ingenious ob- 
fave our words, and receive them for their Pro- 
fs, as given forth ; not regarding the Quack- 
ng-noiſe, of thoſe who put forth ſo many - Tables 
ba with the vertueof their Powers and Eſſential 
Spirits, from thence drawing their Superiority to 
others , therein ſaying, that they are impregnated with 
their fixed Salts z when alas ! tis impoſſible, that the 
Spirit ſhould be either therewith united, or thereby 
exalted until truly Prepared and Volatilized, as 
hath been ſaid ; the which we are very well fatif- 
hed theſe men connot Perform; for altho their 
pretences are never ſo great.abroad, of doing ge- 
feral ſervice, yet when we truly conſider the thing, 
we know that their Ambition would be ſuch as to 
expoſe the Volatile Salt of Tartar, or any other hxed 
Alkalie to Sale , ſecing the greateſt Philoſophers 
have laid thereon ſo-great an applauſe, in ſo much 
that any rational . man will believe it to be a Me- 
dicine fit and able to ſerve the publick ; bur this is 
not to be obtained from them, neither abroad nor 
at home, altho one would give ten times irs weight 
in Gold for an ounce thereof; we could never yet 
obtain one drachm:' of it, altho we have made their 
intimate Acquaintance eur friend in this Caſe, and 
therefore we ſhall but eſteem of their noiſe, as Rat- 
les to deceive or pleaſe Fools and Children ; but 
however leaving this we ſhall come to ſhow under 
how many heads Powers and Oleoſums may be pro- 
perly ſtared, which we ſhall only name, and 
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orderly proceed to Treat thereof ; under the fit

far above thoſe that have no Salt in them ; for 
this Preparation, to perform it well , is no ſmall 
part of the Chymical Art ; and there be many of

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not do it ; for the Urinous Spirit muſt hrſt be be- 
reaved of its fztor or ſtink, and ſecondly radically 
unked with the Vinor and Oleous ones z the way 
to bereave it of its fztor isthus, take of pure Red-

Fermentation is promoted by an Onion dipt in

give an internal Ferment, it alſo moderates and flats 
a Tunn when too violent ; now being brought into 
Proof-goods, you muſt take Scurvy-graſs, which 
hath been compreſſed witn Chriſtals ot Tartar or 
Salr, Hony or Molafles in a cloſe 'Tub ſmeered over 
with Barm, but no Liquor muſt be put toit; and 
laving ſtood three days in a cold place, for in a 
warm one we have obſerved that much of the Cra-

in making the Eflential Oyl of Turpentine in our 
Chymicus Rationalis; the Oyl muſt be made Aireal 
by ReCtifying ſeveral times from Bay-falt, as is alſo 
there ſhown ; the Spirir you muſt pour on Fran- 
Kincenfe, and Maſtick of each two ounces, Aloe( 
hepatic, Date-ſtones, Laudanum, Caſtor, the Roots 
of Bettony, and El-campane of each one ounce and 
2n half, Cardamums, Cloves, Nutmegs, Ginger, 
Gar 
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Galingal, Cubebs, Calamus Aromaticus, Lignum 
Aloes, Yellow-Saunders, Zedoary, Pepper, Spick- 
nard, Lawrel-berrits, Smallage-feeds, Mug-wort- 
 (eeds, Sweet-fennel-ſeeds, Ani ſeed, Sorrel-ſeeds, 
of each two ounces and an half, the Flowers of 
Brafil, red and white Roſes of each three ounces, 
Germander, Tormentil, Juniper-berries, Agrimo=- 
ny, Centory, Fumirory, Pimpernel, Dandelion, 
Eye-bright;, Feverfew of each two ounces, Rhu- 
barb three ounces, dryed Figs, Raiſons, Sweet Al- 
monds of each four ounces, Virgins Hony fix 
pound, Mevis Sugar ten.pound ; to theſe add of our 
Fermentative Salt three ounces, and being Cloſe lu- 
ted digeſt in the heat of Horſe- dung twenty daies 
in the Veſſel deſcribed fig. 4. Then take out, and 
clapping on an head with its Receiver lute all faſt 
and diſtil in B. *till all is over that will aſcend, which 
arſt will come in a white Spirit , ſecondly more 
deep, and thirdly a yellowiſh-red with ſome float-

ve have taught in our Chymicus Rattonalis, and fo it 
will become fragrant and fir to be united with 
the Medicine ;; then take of Musk, and Amber- 
preece three ounces, Satron four ounces, Camphire 
three ounces, and Cohobate in B. two or three 
times till united, ard lefly force all over till dry in

being brought to this degree, you may through it 
puritie your Spirit by Diſtillation, whereby the ſame 
will be better deflegm*d than otherwile can be ac- 
complithed ; tor the Salt drinks in the grofler ſul- 
phureous parrs therein contained ; as is plainly evi- 
dent by the Spirit's being bereaved of its ſtrong 
TFalt more at once, and alſo of its Flegm, than 
otherwiſe at many times 3 then you may Rettihe 
it from freſh herbs, and fo it gets a friendly, plea- 
{anr, vital Taft thereof ; now tis obſervable, that 
aitho the Salt drinks in the Flegm , and robs the 
Spirit 
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Spirit of its grofſer Sulphur , by which *tis mad©< 
very pure, yet it communicates to the Spirit buf 
very little of it's own fixed nature ; for as Experi” 
ence daily demonſtrates the Saline, Abſterſive quar 
lities of the Alkalie will not paſs into the Spirit till 
Volatilized; and as hath been already hinted in 
the beginning of this Chapter, they are not 
to be elivated but as they are radically united with 
their Efſential Oyls, and Volatile Spirits, by means 
of the Diſpoſitio. media, and that in ſuch a way as 
the Salts muſt thereby have ſwallowed up enough 
to aflatiate their thirſt, the which is called Pondus 
uature ; and this is performed by humidations and 
exications, or by ſuccesful feeding, and as that 
ever worthy George Starkey ſaith , hey muſt be dried 
by the Air, aud moiſtned by the Fire, and Ferment of 
Nature, fo by a gentle Decotion brought to a total Vola- 
rility , the which may either be diltilled into a Spi- 
rit, or ſublimed into a Salt, as you pleaſe ; Bur 
we ſay that you need not proceed fo high ; for 
when all the Principles are ſo united as readily to 
diſſolve under an highly Alkalizated Spirit ; then 
by Diſtillation you will have the flavours brought 
over very rich and fragrant, and a ſweet Balſam 
remain behind, the which you mult detlegm very 
carefully, and by Digeſtion unite with the Volatile

bout b.ood-warm, and fo the faline water will paſs 
through the bagg and be received by the Funnel], 
from thence filrre into the under Receiver, and 
become very pure; you mult obſerve to caft on 
freſh Liquor as long as any faltnefs comes out of 


the Athes, and when they wil giveno more, place 
your Receiver in a Sand Furnace, give fire an 
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continue the ſame until the whole is evaporated oft 
to2 dryneſs; then remove and put into a Calcining 
pot in a Wind-furnace, and with a fimall Iron rod 
keep ſtirring until ir is throughly glowing hot; 
then remove, and when cold put them on a Mar- 
ble, or Glaſs made for that purpoſe , ſet it in a 
cold Cellar, and let run per del. the which again 
flere and Chrittallize, and ſo is the true Sale of 
Wormwood Prepared ; thich is excellent for the deſtroy= 
ing Acidities in the Body, and topping Vomiting s of any 
kind, But to exaltit, the Eflential oyl mult there= 
with be ſpagyrically united, as we have before ſaid, 
which in plain terms is performed by adding in 
our Diſpoſitio media or Reconciler of Extreams, what 
this is we have briefly intimated in our Spagyrich 
Phyloſophy Aſſerted , together with its Preparation, 
but more fully 'and amply in our Spagyrick, Philoſo- 
phy's Triumph, Trifertes Soladins and Ipnis Aſtralis A- 
deptorum ; the which (God willing) ſhall ſee the 
Light, they being preparing for the Preſs.

ſerve in this Salt is, that it hath a communicative 
Ferment to all Herbs : for their macerated Tin- 
ures being. taken out (as we have ſhown in our 
Chymicus Rationalis) and Digefted therewith in a 
Chicken heat, "twill all in about twelve or fifteen 
days be converted into a Chriſtalline Salt , thus the 
TinCture of Worm-wood exalts its own Salt, and 
ſo the like of other Vegetables : Nay moreover by 
this way you may have a Salt of ſuch herbs, as 
will not by Diſtillation yield their Effential Oyls, as 
Hellebore, Jallop, Briony, Elecampane, and many 
others, nay even from Satron, and many things of 
a more gummous nature.

command a Salt from Opium, which is a wonder- 
ful Arcanum for Feavers, Agues, and tormenting Pains ; 
the like from Hellebore for Melancholy, Madneſs, and 
lingring Feavers , for thus by knowing thele Salts 
you havea true Key whereby you may command 
Nature's choiceſt Specifick Medicines, which are 
ſhut up in the moſt Virulent and Poiſonous Ve- 
vetables. 
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Theſe are thoſe Salts inſtanced in 6ur Brit. May, 
where we ſaid that fixed Salts , burning Spirits and 
Effential Oyls muſt be United, Diſtilled, and Coho- 
bated, until brought over in a Balſamick Spirit, 
which being imbodied into an Eſſential Salt plainly 
manifeſts irs Calidum mnnatum , or drying enriching 
Sulphur, which gives Late and Sulphurous Fatneſs, 
durable, laſting, and ſubſtantial Virtues to--Wine, 
exalting borh its Taſt and Smell ; thus rhe Salt or 
Eflence of Worm-wood will make rich Wormwood- 
wine ; the like will that of Mint, Bawm and 


Angelica, &c, Ir alſo gives Fermentation thereunto 


and makes pure Wine indeed, like that refined from 
irs Lees, giving it ſuch qualities as deſerve the 
higheſt Commendaions, as we could by undenia- 

ble 
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ble Reaſons in Philoſophy prove, nay more than 
this, it exalts Spirits, giving them the taſt and 
favour of the herb, and makes Powers withour 
any more difhculty. 


The manner of its being uſed is thus, Take 
an ounce thereof, and in a gentle heart diffolve

but alſo enrich and meliorate Spirits ; for having
